KENNETH G. HOBBY. 

IT IE WITNESS IIEREINBEFORE NAMED, 
having been first duly cautioned and 
sworn by me to testify to the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, testified on his oath as 
follows, to-wit: 

EXAMINATION 
BY MR. BARNES: 

Q Good morning. Mr. Hobby. 

A Good morning. 

Q I low are you? 

A Good. 

Q My name is Michael Barnes and I'm here to take 
Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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your deposition regarding the May 29th. 2013 oil 
'spill that occurred in Mayflower and ask you about 
the claims and the lawsuit that you have filed. Is 
that your understanding of why you're here today? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q I lave you ever given a deposition before? 

A No. sir. 

Q You were present when we took your wife's 
deposition and this is just a question/answer 
session. I’d ask you to wait until I finish my 
question before you answer, and - so we're not 
talking over each other. And I won't ask a question 
hopefully -- sometimes I interrupt and hopefully I 
won’t do that - so we can get the questions and 
answers clear on the record. 

We can take a break at any time that you want 
to. 

A (Witness nods head up and down.) 

0 If you don't hear a question or you don't 
understand it. just ask me to repeat it. rephrase it 
and I'll be happy to do so. Okay? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What is your date of birth? 

A May 19th. 1982. 

0 And how old are you? 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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A Thirty-three (33). 

Q And your current address is 60 Ledrick Circle in 
Mayflower. Arkansas? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q And as I understand, you and your w ile bought 
that house in 2011? 

A Correct. 

Q And you’ve lived there ever since? 

A Yes. 

Q And just you and her have resided in that home? 

A Correct. 

Q And you have no children? 

A No. 

Q And no one else has lived there with you? 

A No. 

Q In March of 2013. it was just you and her at 60 
Ledrick Circle? 

A Yes. 

Q And we had a — 

MR. BARNES: Can we use this as an 
exhibit -- 

THE COURT REPORTER: Sure. 

MR. BARNES: -- for this deposition? 

THE COURT REPORTER: That's fine. 

Q (By Mr. Barnes) I just want to show you - we 
Lee Ann Dickens, CCR - 
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looked at some Google images. Exhibit 1 is a Google 
image of Ledrick or the surrounding area. Do you 
recognize that to be -- at least part of that to be 
your neighborhood at Ledrick Circle? 

A Yes. 

Q And your wife circled your house. Is that -- is 
that indeed your house -- 
A That is indeed our house. 

Q -- circled in red? 

A Right. 

Q And is that neighborhood called "Ledrick” or 
"Ledrick Circle" or what is it called? 

A Ledrick Circle. I know Google map said it's 
Frederick Circle, but the - 
Q You know, that - that is odd that they -- you 
know, they don't get it right every time, do they? 

A The center street is Frederick. The street in 
the middle says "Frederick." so I guess they assumed 
that was Frederick Circle but it's actually Ledrick. 

Q Okay. 

And Ledrick Circle is south of the North Woods 
neighborhood: is that right? 

A Correct. 

Q And if you look at Exhibit 2 - it's a further 
out view. Can you look at that and orient yourself 
Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 

Bushman Court Reporting 
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1 and see if you can find Ledrick Circle on Exhibit 2? 

2 A Yes. 

3 Q And can you also see the neighborhood to the 

4 north that we all refer to as "North Woods -- 1 don't 

5 know if that's what it's called on this -- on Exhibit 

6 2. but can you see the North Woods neighborhood? 

7 A Yes. 

8 Q And if you look there, can you see at least the 

9 beginnings of the North Starlite Street? 

10 A Yes. 

11 Q And is that -- is it your understanding that 

12 that's the street where the oil spill -- the oil 

13 flowed down? 

14 A That's the - yes -- where the main -- 

15 everything that was on the news. Yes. 

16 Q Sure. 

17 A Yeah. 

18 Q Okay. 

19 And where did -- where did you grow up and go to 

2 0 high school? 

21 A Sherwood, Arkansas. Sylvan Hills. 

22 Q Graduated from Sylvan Hills High School? 

23 A Yes. 

24 Q What year? 

25 A 2000. 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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1 Q And what's your education after high school? 

2 A I got a - some time later 1 got an associate's 

3 degree in electronics and engineering technology at 

4 UALR. 

5 Q What year did you get that? 

6 A 2013. 

7 Q Is that a 2-ycar program? 

8 A Yes. 

9 Q Well, what -- what did you do after high 

10 school -- after 2000? 

11 A After high school, pretty much went to work. 

12 And 1 worked at a production - production company 
called CPX. We did concerts and things like that. 

14 Then at the time, got a job as a satelite technician. 

15 Did that for about 2 years. And then an AV company 

16 for about 4 or 5 years. 

17 Q And what's your current job? 

18 A 1 just - I got this job in January. I’m a 

19 factory worker at Kimberly-Clark. 

20 Q I read somewhere--maybe it was in the 

21 discovery - that you were the manager of the Capitol 

22 Hotel at one point. Is -- 

23 A I — 

24 Q - that true? 

25 A -- managed the maintenance department. Did that 

Lee Ann Dickens, CCR - 
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1 for almost 8 years. 

2 Q And currently you work at Kimberly-Clark? 

3 A Currently. 

4 Q And what is your job there? 

5 A I am a maintenance technician. Class 5 is the 

6 the title. MC-5. 

Q And how long have you - when did you start that 

8 job? 

9 A January 5th. 

10 Q 2016? 

11 A Yes. 

12 Q Okay. 

13 And a maintenance technician. What--what do 

14 you do? 

15 A I work on the machinery that converts paper into 

16 baby wipes and then also package them in cases and 

17 makes pallets and sends those out. 

18 0 And was your job right before this most recent 

19 one at Kimberly-Clark, was that your job at the 

20 Capitol Hotel? 

21 A Yes, sir. 

22 Q And you worked there for 8 years? 

23 A Yes, sir. 

24 0 Wow. 

25 So the elevators at the Capitol 1 lotel are big.

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1 company? 

2 A Yes. 

3 Q Whal - what company? 

4 A Audio Visual, or -- what was that -- AV - it's 

5 off Maumelle. Advanced Audio Video -- On-Line -- it 

6 was On-Line Technologies. Excuse me. 

7 0 Okay. 

8 And that's in Maumelle? 

9 A Yes. 

10 Q And the Kimberly-Clark, that's -- is that in 

11 Maumelle, too? 

12 A Yes. 

13 Q And I think you said before the On-Line A V 

14 job -- well, what did you do there? 

15 THE WITNESS: As far as the AV job? 

16 MR. BARNES: Yes. 

17 A Installed televisions, speakers and stereo 

18 equipment. Things like that. 

19 Q (By Mr. Barnes) And then before that, you 

20 were a --1 think you said a satellite technician? 

21 A Yes. 

22 Q Is that -- would that have been at another 

23 company? 

24 A Yeah. It was--let's see--Hollywood 

2 5 Satellite in downtown Little Rock. 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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1 Q Is that still in business? 

A I have not seen his truck in quite some time. 

Q And then before that, you said you worked at a 

4 production company, CPX? 

5 A Correct. 

6 Q And what -- they produced what? 

7 A They set up lights and sound for concerts. 

8 Q Like at the river? 

9 A River Market and Barton Coliseum. Hot Springs. 

10 That type. 

11 Q So would you get a pretty good location to see 

12 any concerts? 

13 A I was always backstage. 

14 Q All right. 

15 What's the best one you went to? Were you there 

16 when like Willie Nelson? 

A Well, AC/DC came to Alltel -- well, it's Verizon 

18 now -- but that was probably the best concert I've 

19 seen. 

20 Q What about the Hannah Montana concert? Were you 

21 at that one?

When you were a smoker, w hat was your smoking 
frequency? 

A Frequency half pack a day. Every 2 days I'd buy 
a pack. 

0 And for how long were you a half-a-day - 
half-a-pack-a-day smoker? 

A I would say -- I'd say for probably about 
2-and-a-half. 3 years. 

How would you describe your health today? 

I would say it was well. 

And I understand you're a runner also? 

Yes. 

Do you run half marathons like your wife? 

Yes. We -- we try to run together. Yes. 

What was the last -- well, last half marathon 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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you ran? 

A It would he last year’s Soaring Wings. 

Q The Soaring Wings half-- 
A Half marathon -- 
Q - marathon -- 
A — in Conway. 

Q - in Conway in 2015? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q October 2015? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q How did you do? 

A Three (3)’hours. 32 minutes. I believe. 

Q And have you ever run a full marathon? 

A I have not. 

Q Do you have plans to? 

A Keep thinking about it. But every time I run a 
half, I rethink it. 

Q And do you also run 5K's and lOK's? 

A I do. 

Q W'hat was the last 1 OK you ran? 

A I want to say it w as with Crystal on the 1 oad 
Suck. And the last 5K was the Firecracker 5K - 
Q Right. 

A -- this past 4th of July. 

Q So the Toad Suck I OK would have been in -- 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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A I think they always have that - 
Q Is that in April or June? 

A I want to say April because it’s still cool. 

It’s not warm. I normally have long sleeves. 

Q And you ran it this--I guess last year? 2015? 

A I believe. Yes. 

Q And you ran the Firecracker 5K last year? 

A Yes. 4th of July. 

Q Do you try to run that every year? 

A Yeah. That’s a fun run. It’s all downhill 
until you get to the top of the hill. 

Q Get up to Zoo I lill? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q Okay. 

What’s your -- currently, you know, if you were 
to -- do you keep up with it by miles you run a w eek 
or like how many miles do you run a week or do you 
just — 

A Normally with - back then - like right now. 
like Crystal said, we’re doing Cross Fit and stuff 
like that so we’re doing that a little bit more. 

I hey have probably ebbed off. but we probably still 
do 3 to 4 miles -- 
Q All right. 

A - a week. 

L.ee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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Q And I guess as the - you'll probably have to 
start training for the Firecracker 5K pretty soon? 

A Yeah. 

Q Right? 

A Y eah. 

Q Would your running increase as you're actually 
planning for -- 
A Yeah. 

Q - a particular race? 

A There's set -- you can go on-line and find 
running schedules to help you condition yourself for 
whatever type of race you're doing. 

Q Did you run the Firecracker 5K in 2014? 

A I -- yeah. Because I've done it twice. I've 
done it twice in a row. 

Q Did you do it in 2013? 

A I don't -- no. I didn't do it in 2013. 

Q Do you recall any 5K's you did -- or 1 OK's or 
half marathons you did in 2013? 

A I want to say I have the medal for the 2013 
Soaring Wings which would have been in October. 

Q October 2013? 

A Yeah. 

Q Half marathon? 

A Half marathon. Yes. sir. 

Lee Ann Dickens. CCR - 
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Q All right. 

And you do Cross Fit? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q And any other exercise -- not that that's not 
enough, but do you bike? Do you swim? 

A No. We --we do lake activities during the 
summer. I have a ski boat that we'll normally go out 
on swimming at Lake Ouachita. 

Q Do you currently have that boat? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q Where do you keep it? 

A It’s at 60 Ledrick under - we have kind of a 
shed. You can see it in the picture here. It's the 
white box that's in our backyard. The boat's kept 
underneath that. 

Q And you generally take it out on Lake Ouachita? 

A Generally, yes. 

0 You couldn't take that boat on Lake Conway? 

A No. 

Q Or the engine is too big? 

A Cotton Lake Conway is not that deep. It's only 
about 3 to 4 feet deep. 

Q And you currently wouldn't want to ski on Lake 
Conway? 

A With the -- with the stumps every' 4 or 5 feet. 
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1 Yeah. 

2 Q I assume you've never taken that boat on Lake 

3 Conway? 

4 A No, sir. 

5 q Have you ever taken any boat on Lake Conway? 

6 A I kayaked it. 

7 Q When was the last time you kayaked it? 

8 A It's been a few years. Let's see. I would say 

9 the summer of 2012 because I - I think that’s when I 

10 got the kayak. 

11 Q Where else do you kayak? 

12 A Normallv there’s a--Buffalo River, fhat's a 

13 common kayak. And then Ouachita River has good small 

14 mouth bass fishing. 

15 Q Where will you put in? Over by Malvern maybe. 

16 A Yeah. Mt. Ida. 

17 Q Okay. 

18 A You go -- it's on the south side of the lake. 

19 You go --1 don't know — maybe about 25 miles west 

20 and there's an input place at Mt. Ida that's kind 

21 of - it's a man with property there and he's got 

22 about six or seven cabins and we'll go for the 

2 3 weekend to fish it. 

24 Q Have you ever gone to — it's near Malvern — I 
2 5 think it's Rock - I can't remember the name, but 
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1 they have - when they operate the dam. there's 

2 actually a place that has like rapids. 

3 A No. 

4 Q Do you know what I'm talking about? 

5 A Well, that's white water and I'm more ol a 

6 gentle stream-type guy. 

7 Q Okay. 

8 And when was the last time you kayaked? 

9 A Last time I kayaked would have been probably — 

10 it would have to have been summer — was C adron Creek 

11 north of Conway on - off 65. 

12 Q Does Crystal have a kayak as well? 

13 A She does. 

14 Q Does she kayak? 

15 A No. But we got her one. 

16 Q Okay. 

17 THE COURT REPORTER: That's what you 

18 should have done. Good thinking. 

19 Q (By Mr. Barnes) Do you have a doctor - a 

2 0 primary' care physician? 

21 A Blair Greenwood in Mayflower. Arkansas. 

Q And Dr. Greenwood is at the Mayflower Medical 

23 Clinic? 

24 A Yeah. Yeah. I believe that’s the title of the 

25 place. Mayflower Medical. 
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1 0 Any other doctors that you go to? 

A No. Not - the only other - there was one 

3 other like urologist for -- and I can't remember his 

4 name right now, but I wanted to say it starts with a 

5 U. But he — I've only seen him once for the 

6 fertility specialist. 

7 Q And is that a urologist in Little Rock? 

8 A He’s in North Little Rock. He's across the 

9 street from Springhill Baptist. 

10 0 Any other doctors you've seen. say. in the last 

11 5 vears? 

12 A No. It's -- it’s been - the Mayflower Medical 

13 Clinic is normally where I go. 

14 Q So if we got the medical records from Dr. 

15 Greenwood at Mayflower Medical Clinic that would be 

16 most of your medical records over the past 5 years? 

17 A Past 5 years. Yes. 

18 0 And the only other one would be this urologist 

19 in North Little Rock? 

20 A Yes. 

21 Q And his name starts with a "U?" 

A I've only met him once and — and I'm due to go 
23 back to see him again. It’s just changed jobs. 

2 4 insurance changed and I have to wait for — I forget 
2 5 what it's called now - but you have to wait a 
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1 certain time period for the insurance to pick you up 
and then you can start using Kimberly-Clark’s 

3 insurance. 

4 0 Okay. 

5 A But I am supposed to go sec him again because he 

6 wanted multiple tests done. 

7 Q And the last time you saw him would have been 

8 the first time you saw him in- 

9 A In - end of November. First of December. 

10 0 Of 2000- - 

11 A '15. 

12 Q '15? Okay. 

13 And in this lawsuit are you claiming any 

14 medical expenses? 

15 A No. 

16 Q Did you go to any doctor, including Dr. 

17 Greenwood, for any condition or symptom that you 

18 relate to the Mayflower oil spill? 

19 A I went for a health checkup to make sure 

20 everything was okay. 

21 0 Would that have been some time in April - 

22 A Yes. sir. 

23 Q -2013? 

2 4 I think we do have one record for you from April 

25 25th of 2013. Would that have been it? 
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1 A Yes. 

Q And we can look at the record. But as you sit 

3 here today, is there -- did you cheek out okay? 

4 A She said, you know, to -you know, best of her 

5 knowledge everything was okay. 

6 Q You might have had -- your cholesterol may have 

7 been a little high? 

8 A She did tell me about that. Yes. 

9 Q And do you take action to lower your 

10 cholesterol? 

11 A She placed me on a medicine called Lovastatin 

12 that you take once a day after dinner before you go 

13 to bed. 

14 Q I assume - but I guess I have to ask -- are you 

15 claiming that your cholesterol levels are in any way 

16 related to the oil spill? 

17 A I would not assume them to be related. 

18 Q I assume Dr. Greenwood didn't tell you that it 

19 was? 

20 A She did not tell me that it was. 

21 Q Have you ever been hospitalized? 

22 A Yes. I had a bone tumor when I was 14. And it 

2 3 was from a football injury. I cracked a pelvis and a 

2 4 bone tumor — benign -- formed. 

25 Q Did you play football at Sylvan Hills? 
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1

Yeah. 8th grade.

— of the incident. March 29th. 2013. Were you 

25 

at work that day? 
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1 A Yes. 

2 Q Where were you working? 

3 A Capitol Hotel, downtown Little Rock. 

4 Q And when was the first time you had an 

5 indication that there had been an incident in 

6 Mayflower? 

7 A 1 normally got off at 3:00 o'clock. And so 

8 right around 3:30 is right around the time I drove in 

9 to --1 was driving in to Mayflower. And there's a 

10 gravel road underneath the interstate. They call it 

11 Grass> Lake Road. That's when I first noticed a 

12 scent in the air and it smelled like diesel. And. 

13 so, you know. I thought that was kind of strange. 

14 But"as 1 kept driving - as we -- that's about a 

15 mile, mile-and-a-half away from the Mayflower Exit. 

16 So as you come up on to the Mayflower Exit off to the 

17 right. 1 saw some utility trucks over -- kind of off 

18 to - on the side road leaning into the woods and a 

19 bunch of guys standing around with hard hats and 
2 0 stuff like that looking out into --1 guess that 

21 Grassy Lake area. And, you know, the smell was still 

22 pretty strong at the time because I had the w indows 
2 3 down. It was a pretty nice day. 

2 4 And then came across 89 or exited at the 

2 5 Mayflower Exit, came on to 89 across the interstate. 
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1 And then driving. I guess, south on 365. came across 

2 utility trucks on both sides of 365 -- w'hat is now' 

3 1 larp's. but it used to be called Big Star. And there 

4 was boards and they had -- I want to say they had 
dumped gravel into the creek that was right there. 

6 And then on the other side, you know, they were - 

7 they were attempting to do the same thing at the time 

8 because there were a bunch of guys on both sides of 

9 the road with hard hats. Kind of belonged to--1 

10 knew they were Mayflower guys because it said 
"Mayflower Utility" and they had the blue shirts and 

12 stuff like that. 

13 And then that's when I saw the black oil that 

14 was running down that stream. 

Q You could see it in that lower area - I think 

16 your wife called it a ditch? 

17 A It is. Yeah. It looks like a ditch-creek. 

18 you know. It runs underneath 365. And then— 

19 0 Right in between what's now 1 larp's but it used 

20 to be a Big Star-- 

21 A Correct. 

22 Q - and there's a Subway Sandw ich? 

23 A Subw ay there. Yes. 

24 Q And then you've got the ditch and that's where 

25 you saw oil? 
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1 A Yes. 

2 Q And did you continue on home? 

3 A Yeah. Home is only maybe about four or five 

4 blocks away. So you go down maybe a quarter mile to 

5 89. hang a right. And right as you came across the 

6 railroad tracks, there were police officers there 
with the lights on and barricades up on Main Street. 

8 Q And if you-or if you wanted to go to North 

9 Woods, you'd turn right normally to get to North 

10 Woods? 

11 A Correct. 

12 Q And to get to Ledrick, you'd keep going 

13 straight? 

14 Ain order to get to 1 .edrick, keep going straight. 

15 And so they -- they had that blocked off. Both 

16 police cars were -- were there. And. you know. 

17 anybody try ing to go that way, they were redirecting 

18 them down 89. 

19 And so like we only live one block down from 
2 0 that street. So I turned right. And. you know, 

21 just --1 can just remember the smell being, you 

2 2 know, constant. Kike you’re standing in. you know, 

2 3 diesel or something like that. 

24 And so when you got out of-- got out ot the 

2 5 truck and got inside -- you know. I want to say I 
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1 called my wife. Crystal, and told her that something 

2 was going on. but didn't know exactly what yet. And 

3 so I kind of turned on the news to see if anything 

4 was going on — you know, checked Facebook and all 

5 that. So - I think it was a day or 2 later when we 

6 found out that a pipe had broken. 

7 Q Let me back up a little. 

8 A Yeah. Yeah. 

9 Q And I appreciate that. 

10 So that brought a -- you would have gotten off 

11 work from the Capitol Hotel 3:00 to 3:30? 

12 A No. It would have been at 3:00. 

13 Q 3:00? 

14 A Yeah. 

15 Q And is your normal like route to get to the 

16 Capitol Hotel from home is to get on 1-40? 

17 A Oh. yeah. 

18 0 And then take the Mayflower Exit? 

19 A Yes. sir. 

20 Q And you mentioned that you--did--did you say 

21 that you could smell -- you could start smelling the 

22 smell at -- where Grassy Lake is? 

23 A Yeah. Grassy Lake Road. 

24 Q You probably can't see it on this Exhibit 2. 

25 but--or can you? If s--is that on there or is it 
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1 south of there? 

2 A No. It's — it’s south of there. Let me see. 

3 Yeah. It’s -- it’s going to be a little bit south ol 

4 there. If it was exploded out just a little bit --1 

5 would say probably about another mile. 

6 Q Okay. 

7 And I think you said -- and I wrote down that 

8 you stated it smelled like diesel? 

9 A Yes. 

10 Q And you said it was about a mile, a 

11 mile-and-a-half away? 

12 A Yes. sir. 

13 Q And by a mile, a mile-and-a-halt away, you mean 

14 like from — 

15 A The exit. 

16 Q - the Mayflower - from the Mayflower Exit? 

17 A Yes. 

18 Q And what did - and it smelled like diesel - 

19 just sort - as you're coming up to the Mayflower 

2 0 Exit -- well, first of all. was your access impeded 

21 or blocked in getting on the Mayflower Exit? 

22 A No. Not -not yet. You could see them putting 

23 up barriers the other direction of 89 that leads you 
2 4 back tow ards the lake. 

25 Q Like there's - I know there’s an Interstate 
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1 Drive there. Do you know where Interstate Drive is? 

2 THE WITNESS: Interstate Drive? 

3 Q (By Mr. Barnes) It goes parallel to 1-40 on the 

4 

5 A Oh. yeah. That's the access road. I never knew 

6 it actually had a name. 

7 MR. GATES: According to Google. 

8 A It's always been the "access road.” 

9 Q (By Mr. Barnes) Is that what you're saying was 

10 blocked or was it something else? 

11 A No. No. 89 -- 89 was actually -- looked like 

12 it was being blocked right there because you have a 

13 bridge that goes across the - where the Mayflower 

14 Exit is - 

15 0 Yes. 

16 A - the lake is right there. And then you have 
what was considered dial cove area that was talked 

18 about all the time on the news. 

19 Q Right. 

20 A And so I don’t see it on here. I don't see the 

21 exit. 

22 0 If you look at Exhibit-let me see if maybe I 

2 3 can do - 

2 4 MR. GATES: Do you want to just look off 

25 mine? You want 2. right? Or do you want 1? 
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I MR. BARNES: It's okay. 

Q (By Mr. Barnes) We can do it the old-fashioned 

3 way. 

4 A Yeah. 

5 Q It works. 

6 So we could go to -- 

7 A You get off at the Mayflower Exit, you can go 

8 left or right. 1 needed to go left, but they had 

9 blocked off going -- going right. 

10 Q And if you go right -- 

11 A Yeah. 

12 Q -- there's -- it's 89? 

13 A Correct 

14 Q And to the north of 89 is the main body of the 

15 lake? 

16 A Correct. 

17 Q To is south of 89 is what -n I don't know if 

18 you call it this, but- 

19 A Right. 

20 Q - we call it "the cove." 

21 A Yeah. On the news, it was always referenced as 

22 "the cove." 

23 Q Is it okay if we refer to that as "the cove" 

24 here? Is that -- 

25 A That's fine with me. 
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1 Q 0kay ‘ . , . , . , 

And so on that 89 separating the main body and 

3 the cove, that's where you're saying there were some 

4 workers and blockage? 

5 A Correct. 

6 Q You didn't go down that way? 

7 A No. 

8 Q Nor would you - 

9 A Huh-uh. 

10 Q --going home? 

II A They looked busy down that way. 

12 Q Okay. 

13 And so you continued on home and you passed by 

14 in front of the - where the now Harp's, then Big 

15 Star and the ditch is and there’s a lot of activity 

16 going on there? 

17 A Correct. 

18 Q Were you blocked or impeded from getting to your 

19 home there? 

A You had to slow down because everybody was 

21 slowing down at that point. You know, I mean, just 

22 traffic in general was starting to build up a little 

23 bit there. 

24 Q And then you have to turn right on 89? 

25 A I believe if s north. 
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1 Q North - 89 North - 

2 A Yeah. 

3 Q - to get to your house? 

4 A Yeah. 

5 Q Okay. 

6 Getting into your neighborhood. Ledrick Circle. 

7 was there any blockage or access keeping you from 

8 your neighborhood? 

9 A Not my neighborhood. No. sir. 

10 Q Were there any workers -- cleanup workers or 

11 anybody associated with the Exxon or the authorities 

12 in Ledrick Circle? 

13 A The only thing I can remember at that time there 

14 were on the back side where Snuggs -- this road 

15 (indicating)-- 

16 Q Okay. 

17 A - there were some vehicles traveling up and 

18 down that way. 

19 Q So Snuggs is further west from where you would 

20 come in -- 

21 A Correct. 

Q - to Ledrick Circle and you recall some 

23 activity back there? 

24 A Correct. 

MR. GATES: Not to interrupt, but just to 
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make sure on Exhibit 1. Google has got it 
Northside Drive. That's what he's referring 

3 to. 

4 THE WITNESS: Right. Yes. Sorry. 

5 Q (By Mr. Barnes) Show me where you're saying. 

6 A Here (indicating). So here's--this is the 

7 circle. Google calls it "Northside." but - 

8 Q It's actually called "Snuggs?" 

9 A -- it is called "Snuggs" going this way. 

10 Q Okay. 

11 So on Exhibit 1. the -- you saw some activity on 

12 Northside Drive? 

13 A Correct. On Exhibit 1. Yeah. 

14 Q On Exhibit 1, but that’s down here below it says 

15 "Snuggs." 

16 MR. GATES: That says "Cross." 

17 Q (By Mr. Barnes) You refer to that as "Snuggs?" 

A Everybody there that I know - and if I remember 

19 correctly. I think it even says "Snuggs" on the 

20 street sign. 

21 Q I think you're right. 

A So I don't know why they're calling it 

23 "Northside." 

24 MR. GATES: I didn't want to interrupt, 
but I knew we would be looking at this later 
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1 and it probably would have been contusing. 

2 MR. BARNES: Sure. 

3 A But at the time, this was Mayflower utility 

4 trucks and I want to say a police -- either Faulkner 

5 County or Mayflower. 

6 Q (Bv Mr. Barnes) Okay. 

7 At any time from that day until this day. were 

8 there any cleanup workers in your neighborhood of 

9 Ledrick Circle? 

10 A The only people that I saw at one point would be 

11 this - this house that was two neighbors down from 

12 us on Exhibit 1. there's a small kind of creek/ditch. 

13 There were -- people had hard hats and all that. 

14 They were taking pictures. They had a camera, rhey 

15 were taking photos of that right there (indicating). 

16 Q Do you know who they were? 

A They didn't have any -- you know. 1 tried to 

18 look to see if they were Exxon or anything like that. 

19 but I didn't see anything. 

20 0 When did that occur? 

21 A That was probably maybe about a week-and-a-half 

22 to 2 weeks after the oil spill. 

23 Q Any other activity that you can recall from 
2 4 cleanup workers, Exxon, authorities in your 

2 5 neighborhood of Ledrick Circle other than that? 
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1 A There were - they were walking around putting 

2 fliers out on houses one time. I believe it was that 

3 Saturday, but we were -- we were going to a party at 

4 the time. And - actually I think we were just going 

out. The party wasn't until a week later. We were 

6 just kind of getting out of the neighborhood. And 

7 right down here at the bottom of Exhibit 1 we did sec 

8 a guy with an Exxon shirt that was walking to all the 

9 houses. 

10 Q Was this - they were putting fliers? 

11 Alt was some type of a note that they were 

12 putting in the door. And then when we got home later 

13 that day. it was an Exxon letter stating, you know. 

14 there had been an oil spill. I'm trying to remember 

15 the exact -- but I don't think 1 have it any more. 

16 Q This was -- I think I know what you're referring 
to. It was like a newsletter to the community? 

18 A Community. Yes, sir. 

19 Q Okay. 

2 0 Any - any other activity in your neighborhood 

21 with respect to the oil spill that you can recall? 

22 A Only the trucks after that trying to clean it 

23 up - you know, the big suction cups or suction 

2 4 trucks that had the suction deals that were - would 

2 5 sometimes be turning into Main - 
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Q Main Street? 

A Main Street. 

Q Okay. 

Any in your neighborhood? Any on Ledrick 
Circle? 

A Not on Ledrick Circle. No, sir. 

Q Do you know if - in Ledrick Circle, do you know 
if anyone w as evacuated by the authorities in Ledrick 
Circle? 

A I did not hear of anybody being evacuated. 

Q You and your wife were not evacuated by the 
authorities at any time? 

A No. sir. 

Q Did you ever see oil on your property? 

A I do not ever remember seeing an oil sheen or 
anything like that on my property. 

Q Okay. 

Let's go back to the smell. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q And if you can - and I know this is -- 
sometimes it's hard to describe a smell, but can you 
describe the smell for me? I think you've said 
earlier -- 
A Yeah. 

Q - it was a diesel smell, but what else can you 
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tell me about the smell the first day? 

A The first day. like 1 said. I thought it had 
been, you know, maybe something on the side of the 
road or something like that. You know, that's 
what --1 was like. Okay. That's got to be diesel. 

And then, you know, as you got closer and closer to. 
you know, where the — where it had spilled out. you 
know, the more stronger it become. You know, it - 
it w asn't just a -- kind of a lingering thing any 
more. It was -- it was very, very powerful. I 
remember that. And - you know, so had to roll the 
windows up in the truck. 

And everything was pretty much okay until I 
stepped out - when we got home --1 always park my 
truck on die outside of the house and Crystal parks 
in the garage. And so when I stepped out of the 
truck. I knew -- you know. I was kind of a little bit 
worried because it was more intense at die house than 
it was on the interstate. And which, you know, kind 
of had -- wondering where exactly it was because, you 
know, just - you know, just kind of makes you -- 
when you breathe it in and you can't get away from 
it it’s kind of - it gets into your head a little 
bit. And. you know, you can't just w alk right out of 
it. Because I remember even coming into the house 
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1 there's still ascent of it. Andso-- 

2 Q Was it as strong in the house as it was outside? 

3 A It was not as strong in the house as it was 

4 outside, but I think that was because we had -- we 

5 had all our windows closed and stuff like that. But 

6 over time, it -- it slowly did get in to the house 

7 going in and out of doors and it got in to the garage 

8 just because of how big that door is. And so it got 

9 carried in that way as well. 

10 Q I low long would you say that the smell lasted? 

11 THE WITNESS: In the house or just -- 

12 MR. BARNES: In general. 

13 THE WITNESS: In general? 

14 MR. BARNES: Let's talk about in general. 

15 A The really intense smell of it was probably for. 

16 you know, a solid month. And then, you know, as 

17 rains and weathers and things like that -- you know, 

18 by summer, I could - there was only like a little 

19 bit of a hint that I could still smell it. 

20 Q (By Mr. Barnes) Can you recall the last time 

21 you smelled anything you associate w ith the oil 

22 spill? 

23 A Yeah. Last year we were -- we were doing our 
2 4 training and stuff like that. And it was when you go 
25 up Snuggs Circle, they -- we were -- we ran around 
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1 Ledrick - like if you run around Ledrick three times 

2 that's a mile, so we did that. And since it's 6 

3 miles, we kind of wanted to add on. We just didn't 

4 want to run in circles so we went up Snuggs and 

5 that’s where 1 noticed it again. 

6 Q And this was - what were you training for then? 

7 A I believe that was -- that was the half 

8 marathon. That was the Soaring Wings that was going 

9 to happen in October. 

10 Q Of? 

11 A 2015. 

12 Q So you - what did you smell? 

13 A It was that same diesel smell as we came across. 

14 And I was ahead of Crystal and I kind of ran into it. 

15 And I looked back at her and I was like, you know. 

16 can you smell that and she goes. Yeah. And that's 

17 when I noticed there was the pipeline sign that's 

18 right there on Snuggs where it goes underneath. 

19 Q Have you smelled it since? 

20 A I have not smelled it since. 

21 Q When you smelled it that time, did you go 

22 around? 

23 A Yeah. 

24 Q Okay. 

25 A Yeah. If s not something you want to run in or 
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anything like that. It was just -- you know, it - 

2 it's just the odor of it. You know, you will 

3 remember that. 

4 Q Okay. 

I know you said that there in the tirst day you 

6 actually saw oil in the ditch by the Harp's/Big Star? 

7 A Yes. 

8 Q Did you see oil at any other time? 

9 A No. That was mostly, you know, in the — that's 

10 for as where that cleanup was - was happening where 

11 I saw oil -- specifically black. You know, what they 

12 were talking about on the news. 

13 Q Did you see oil at any other time with your - 

14 physically with your eyes? 

15 A Physically with my eyes, no. 

16 Q So you're at home after work that day -- 

17 A Uh-huh. 

18 Q - on the 29th. Crystal gets home from work. 

19 Do you recall what time? 

20 A Let's see. She -- like it was her tax season, 
so this would have been 6:00 or 7:00 o'clock, you 

22 know, that she would have come home. It was starting 

23 to get dark. And I think she had heard the same news 

2 4 that I had heard that, you know, a pipeline had 

2 5 broken. 
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1 Q And you-all spent the night at 60 Ledrick that 

2 night? 

3 A Yes. 

4 Q Anything you can remember about the next day. 

5 Saturday? 

6 A Other than, you know, people calling and asking 
if we were okay and things like that because news had 
gotten out, you know. And just telling them that. 

9 you know, as far as we know everything is okay, but 

10 the smell is really, really bad. You know, we can’t 

11 go out. you know, in it or anything like that. You 

12 know, just kind of waiting on any word of. you know. 

13 what we might need to do or anything like that. 

14 Q Did Crystal go back to Little Rock or North 

15 Little Rock to work on that Saturday? 

16 A I want to say yes because I was — I was in the 

17 house. I think I was just surfing the Internet at 

18 that time. 

19 Q And you did not work on that Saturday? 

20 A No. Not on Saturday or Sunday. 

21 Q And Sunday was Easter? 

22 A Correct. 

23 Q Had you-all had plans--Easter plans before 

24 ever learning of the oil spill? Were there Easter 

25 plans - 
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A Oh. yeah. We knew we would go to her family's 
church and, you know, do Easter Sunday there and then 
1 believe go out to eat with them and that. 

Q And you were able to do that? 

A We did. We were able to leave. Yes. 

Q So after that first weekend -- I want to just 
get your view of what -- what -- the smell continued 
obviously, right? 

A Yes. sir. 

Q What about any - any other disruptions to you'.’ 

A To me. So when I -- when 1 leave, it's normally 
fairly early in the morning because if 1 remember 
correctly we were starting up --1 was starting a 
cross tit at work. And so they had a 
5:00 o'clock-in-the-moming class. And so I 
believe — you know. 1 — 

Q At the Capitol Hotel? 

THE WITNESS: Huh? 

Q (By Mr. Barnes) At the Capitol Hotel? 

A Uh-huh. Well, let me--they paid for the gym 

membership, but I had to pay for the class. 

Q Okay. . 

A And so that class was 5:30 in the morning so 1 d 
have to get up at 4:30 and be out by 5:00. And so at 
that time there's not really a whole lot ol traffic, 
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you know, like what Crystal would experience. And - 
but they were - this is when, you know, you could 
always see them working in the north side. You know, 
the lights were always on. 

Q You mean North Woods neighborhood? 

THE WITNESS: North Woods? 

MR. BARNES: Yeah. 

A Okay. Yeah. The - yeah. North Woods. And 
then down on some of the empty lots down 365 they 
started putting up these big --1 guess they were 
waste bins, you know, that they would keep oil in all 
down 365. Those started showing up about a week - 
oh. it was probably about the next week. 

Q (By Mr. Barnes) Where on 365? 

A I want to say they started showing up first down 
where Lumber One is and then there's like a metal 
shop that's there. So they started showing up there. 

And then. I mean, more and more of them started 
coming in. And then if I remember correctly, on 89 
by that - there’s a diner that's there. 

Q Stroud's? 

A Stroud's Diner. 

0 And they started showing up there. 

THE VIDEO PHOTOGRAPHER: Mike. I'm 
getting noise in my table. 
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MR. BARNES: Oh. I'm sorry. 

Q (By Mr. Barnes) So we were talking about 
disruptions to you. 

A Yes. 

Q So you did actually see some? 

A Well, they're pulling in and. you know, backing 
them up and things like that. 

Q Causes delays in going anywhere? 

A Yes. 

Q How long did that last? 

A Once they got - that lasted for maybe about a 
week as more and more material - they kept pulling 
out and stuff like that. And, so. yeah. I would 
say. you know, for the majority of the time, it was 
probably like 2 to 3 weeks that that was going on. 

And then as they got everything in place then it was 
just the tanker trucks coming up and down 365 and 
then going to Grassy Lake Road - you know, that Bell 
Slough where we like to run. It's always a two-mile 
run when you run around that. ITiey — that was the 
road they took to get to Interstate Drive. 

Q So f assume you didn't run there during the time 
these activities were going on? 

A We tried once just because we thought maybe it 
might be far enough away -- and when I say once, it 
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was probably about 2 weeks after the deal, but it was 
still pretty bad even -- 
Q The smell or - 
A The smell. 

Q -- the traffic or both? 

A The smell. Smell mostly is what prevented us 
from running, but even the traffic going down that 
road. You could tell that road has been used a lot. 

And then from where we were, when we pulled in to the 
parks entrance, you could still see the big trucks 
running up and down Interstate Drive. 

Q Have you ever gone back to run that Bell Slough 
run since - 
A Yeah. 

Q - the spill? 

A Yeah. We've - like I said, that's a good trail 
run. I like running on trails more than I do 
asphalt. It's just easier on the feet. And so now. 
like I said, you -- you can’t smell anything there 
when I - when I run. But when we did. you know, 
your timing would be off and stuff like that. You'd 
lose vour pace just because of the constant annoyance 
of it being there. 

And so we didn't start running there until 
probably --1 think we started back a little bit last 
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1 year. 

2 Q So in 2015 you started back at the Bell Slough 

3 route that you had run? 

4 A Yeah. 

5 Q Is it okay? 

6 A It seems to be okay. One concern was Palarm 

7 Creek is right there. When we went and tried to run 

8 a couple of times out there they had a rope with oil 

9 absorbers in the creek. 

10 Q A boom? 

11 A Well, it wasn’t the yellow floating boom. This 

12 was more - kind of like a cord stretched across the 

13 creek with the clots attached to it. So I'm not 

14 sure - they were -- they were green in color. 1 

15 don't know if that makes a difference or not. but 

16 they did have that in Palarm Creek right there as 

17 well. 

18 Q So -- I'm sorry. 

19 When was the last -- when was the first time 

2 0 after the spill that you ran along the Bell Slough 
21 route? 

A I want to say it was about 2 to 3 weeks later. 

23 Q After the spill? 

24 A After the spill. 

2 5 Q And then did you stop running that route for a 
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1 time? 

A Yeah. We - we picked up Bums Park. They have 

3 a bunch of trails out there. Conway has one that's 

4 over by the river. We -- Maumelle. But I wasn't 

5 really - Crystal likes that one just because there's 

6 a lot of -- she knows that area and she knows routes 
and stuff like that. But there's - those trails are 

8 more asphalt. They're paved. And so - 

9 Q And you would run the Bell Slough route -- 

10 A Uh-huh. 

11 Q Ami saying that right? 

1 2 THE WITNESS: "Bell Slough?" 

13 A Yeah. 

14 Q (By Mr. Barnes) Would that - would that be one 

15 that you would run from your house or would you have 

16 to get in the car and go? 

17 A No. You got in the car to get there -- you 

18 know, traffic concerns and stuff like that. But once 

19 you got to the trail head, it was two miles all the 

20 way around. 

21 0 And then you'd run that. Do you still go to 

22 Bums Park to run? 

23 A It’s been a while. The last time I was at Bums 
2 4 Park was probably the spring of last year. 

Q Do you ever go down to the Big Dam Bridge to 
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1 run? 

2 A We do. Yeah. That’s--that's a - the Big Dam 

3 Bridge is always nice to run. But there's a long 

4 stretch from Big Dam Bridge to the 430 Park that's 

5 just a long road -- you know, straight path. So I’m 

6 more of a -- you know, turns and. you know , finding 

7 my way-type guy. 

Q Do you ever run at Two Rivers Park? 

9 A Yes. Once. 

10 Q Did you like it? 

11 A Uh-huh. It's a nice park dow-n there. 

12 Q I may have already asked you this. I'm sorry if 

13 I did. But the activities surrounding the cleanup 

14 and the workers in town - in Mayflower - 

15 A Uh-huh. 

16 Q - or whatever, when did you notice that that 

17 decreased? 

18 A That decreased --1 w^ant to say it was - it was 

19 in the summertime. 

20 Q Summertime of 2013? 

21 A 2013. Yeah. It was getting late summer. I 

22 remember that. They had - they had taken all of the 
vegetation out of that ditch that was along Big Star 

24 at the time. And -- but they still had. I guess, the 
2 5 oil absorbers there -- the booms and things like 
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1 that. And then they had done the same leading all 

2 the way on the other side of 365 as well. And they 

3 had -- looked like they were - you know, they had 

4 just removed everything from there just letting it 

5 get absorbed by the suction tanks that they had. And 

6 they were mostly on the Grassy I .ake, or -- when I say 

7 "Grassy Lake side." the -- the cove that they were on 
was w here most of the work was at the end of summer. 

9 Q And is there any activity going on now that 

10 you're aware of here in 2016? 

11 A Ever> now and then I'll see somebody on the 

12 cove side where the) took everything out. 

Q Had -- did you personally have any contact with 

14 any representative from Exxon or someone who appeared 

15 to be from Exxon? 

16 A No. 

17 Q There was a - there was a claims line set up. 

18 Mavbe you knew about it. Maybe you didn't. But if 

19 you did. did you call it at any time? 

20 A No. Hie only thing I - I remember in one of 

21 the fliers they had a claims office that was there at 

Linda's Grocery. But. you know, every time I went - 

23 I mean, you could see in to the door. I mean. I 

24 never actually saw anybody in there. 

25 Q And you never went in there? 
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1 A And I never went in there. 

2 Q And you never called the line -- the claims line 

3 even if you knew there was one? 

4 A No. sir. 

5 Q So your property at 60 Ledrick Circle, you and 

6 your wife purchased it in 2011 ? 

7 A (Witness nods head up and down.) 

8 Q That's a -- do you know what the square footage 

9 is? 

10 A 1 want to say 1.500. 1.515 keeps coming to mind 

11 when we bought it. 

12 0 It’s brick? 

13 A Brick outside. 

14 Q It's on a lot. Do you know the acreage of the 

15 lot? 

16 A It’s less than a quarter. I know that. 

17 Q And after you-all had bought it and moved in. 

18 have you since made any improvements to it? 

19 A No. 

20 Q Has it -- to your knowledge, has it ever been 

21 appraised? 

22 A No. 

23 Q I'm sure it was appraised - 

24 A Well — 

25 Q -- when you bought it? 
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1 Q Are you aware of any air testing that has been 

2 done on your property or in Ledrick? 

3 A During the time of the spill. I went to Arkansas 

4 Department of Environmental Quality's web site. And 

5 that's where — that's one of the main w ays I was 

6 able to. you know, sec if there's, you know, anything 
that was, you know, drifting our way or what had 

8 drifted our w ay. The) had a map of all of the, I 

9 guess, sampling of the air that had gone on. And 

10 that's -- that's about all I've done as far as 

11 research and know ing where what was done as far as 

12 air quality. 

13 Q And the air testing is on the ADEQ web site? 

14 A The — yeah. 

15 Q That's the Arkansas Department of Environmental 

16 Quality? 

17 A Yes. sir. 

18 Q And did you see any test results that caused you 

19 

20 A During what -- during the -- what is it - 

21 the - where the spill was by Big Star and they had 

22 their -- I want to say it was called "volatile 

23 compounds." And I think they called them like a PC. 

2 4 You know, it was just the sample, you know. that was 

2 5 taken. There was a bunch of green ones along that 
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1 A --1 guess during that time. Yes. sir. 

Q You haven't had it appraised since? 

3 A No. sir. 

4 Q And have you ever attempted to sell it or put it 

5 on the market? 

6 A No. That - we never really planned to do that. 

7 We kind of bought w hat we wanted. 

8 0 So you've never consulted a real estate agent to 

9 even start the process of looking into selling the 

10 house at 60 I .edrick? 

11 A Never started that process. 

12 Q As part of your claim in this lawsuit, do you 

13 claim that the property value for your house at 60 

1 4 Ledrick Circle has diminished in any way? 

15 A We're worried about that. Yes. 

16 0 What have you done to determine if that's true? 

17 A We got lawyers. 

18 Q Okay. 

19 I lave you done anything specifically to determine 

20 the property values in the area? 

21 A No. 

22 Q Done any market research to see w hat the homes 

23 are selling for in Ledrick or North Woods or in 

2 4 Mayflower in general? 

25 A 1 haven't done any research on that. 
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1 where we drove all the time. And then like on the — 

on the map that they show ed, it w as just a dot on 

3 each place. So there was a couple of green dots 

4 which was the volatile compounds. And then the blue 

5 dots was. I think, just the samples taken. And if 

6 anything was above a certain level, it would turn to 
the green and show you that, you know, that was above 

8 a normal level. 

9 And so everything that was sampled -- there's a 

10 couple of samples on Frederick right here. There’s 

11 Snuggs. And then there's like one or tw o of them on 

12 the north side and the far side of samples taken of 

13 air with -1 guess they drove around in a truck or 

14 something like that. I'm not exactly sure what they 
did. But they had mapped out where they had all 

16 taken their air samples out. 

Q I think maybe you're referring to Volatile 

18 Organic Compounds? VOC'S? 

19 THE WITNESS: "VOC's?" Okay. 

20 Q (By Mr. Barnes) And did you make any attempt to 

21 try to determine or interpret any of the results from 

22 the air testing? 

23 A I tried to find out exactly what a VOC was. But 

24 if I remember correctly. I couldn’t -- I couldn't 

2 5 really read out the stuff that they were calling a

21 work going on with that and so probably be best to 

22 avoid it. And that's when I started with, you know. 

2 3 Ouachita River and Cadron Creek. Buffalo. And we 

2 4 just started doing rivers and creeks after that. 

25 Q Rockport. That is what I meant to say. 
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1 Q I think we went over this with Mr. Barnes, but 

2 you have not — did I understand that you have not 
kayaked Lake Conway since the oil spill? 

4 A Correct. 

5 Q And 1 think you said you'd gone 15 to 20 times? 

6 A Yeah. Spring and summers were always really 

7 good fishing during that time. 

8 Q Would you go by yourself? 

9 A Yeah. 

10 Q Did you go on the weekends? 

11 A Weekends. And then, you know, when you go in 
early at work and you get off at 3:00. especially 

13 during the — you know, you'd have a little bit of 

14 extra time. 

15 Q When you fished, did you catch any fish? 

16 A Yeah. Bass and crappic. 

17 Q What would you with the fish after you caught 

18 them? 

19 A I -- one time with crappie, her --1 actually 
learned this from her father-in-law how to prep them 

21 and all that stuff and we'd eat crappie. But bass 

2 2 fishing was always catch and release 

23 Q Did you enjoy that? 

24 A I did. 

25 Q Are you able to fish as often now? 
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1 A Rockport. 

Q There's a place near Malvern that has kind of a 

3 rapids area that - 

4 A Okay. 

5 Q Have you ever -- 

6 A No. The (inaudible) at Mulberry and that's 

because it rained really, really hard while we were 

8 camping there. And so — 

9 Q Have you seen any data or test results either on 

10 the ADEQ web site or anywhere that indicates that the 

11 main body of I .akc Conway was adversely impacted by 

13 A I have not seen anything from them or anywhere.) 

14 Q But you still have concerns? 

15 A I do have concerns. Yes.

Don't — like I 
said, with - my main concern with it being right 
there in Mayflower where it did get to. You know, 
that was always a really nice convenient place to go 
to. But. you know, ever since — you know, that just 
weighs on the back of your mind and you’ll -- 1 want 
to, you know, go somewhere that hasn't had that 
happen to it. 

Q Would you eat a crappie out of Lake Conway now? 
A Probably not 

Q And I think you said you've got to plan to go 
fishing now? 

A Yes. Yeah. 

Q Before the oil spill, was it a - did you ever 
go - spur-of-the-moment go fishing? 

A All the time. Yeah. 

0 You can't do that now? 

A Not there. 

Q Can you — well, strike that. 

What are your concerns about the - you and 
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Crystal trying to have a baby? 

A You know, with - with Mayflower, we -- we, you 
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know, kind of chose that place because of 1 
you know, and the schools and things like that, 
was so we could start a family in a really good 
community and all. And, you know, we had a. 
know. I figured a pretty good plan going wait' 
year and stuff like that. But. you know, with 
everything that's happened now and not being able 
to - well. 1 won't say that - having difficulty 
trying to conceive, you know, that — that's probably 
my main concern is*, you know, are we able to start a 
family. 

Q Are you worried about the exposure to the oil ? 

A Yeah. Just the length of lime exposed to it. 

You know, breathing it in for - you know, for the 
amount of time that we did and stuff like that. Did 
that adversely affect us is a question that's always 
in my mind. 

Q Does Mayflower have its own school? 

A Yeah. It's a grow ing school. 

Q Do you feel kind of isolated if you don't have 
kids and* you're in that community? 

A I mean I can't say right now that we - nobody 
has said - told me that we can’t have kids right 
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now. It's been difficult. And so with her numbers 
on hormones and mine, you know, making it difficult, 
that's kind of a major concern. 

Q Well, let's just say a fellow and his w ife moved 
to Mayflower and they wanted to start a family and 
couldn't, would people look at them ditferently? 

A I would hope not. You know, it is a - it is a 
retirement community. I can tell you there's a lot 
of older couples there. I mean our next door 
neighbor, she lived to be 100. you know, before - so 
I don't know if they'd look at us differently or not. 

I mean, even if we couldn't more than likely we 
would adopt. 

Q Now. I think you told Mr. Barnes you didn’t 
actually see any oil, but do you think any oil got in 

your neighborhood? 

A Well, with -- you know, with as much of it 


was probably in the air. I'm - you know. I'm 
sure, yeah. It did. Something got on to our 
property. You know, it can't just - if it sets as 
heavy like it did and as long as it did. there's got 
to be some type of trace amount. 

Q And - 

A And with the rain during that time, you know, 
just- like I said, with - with - I mean just 
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because it's in a liquid state and then it's in an 
air state - 1 mean, it's got to be the same thing. 
0 And you smell it - you smelled it for a long 
time'.' 


A Yeah. I mean at least two seasons all 
spring and all through summer. 

Q Tell me a little bit about the lights from the 
construction crew or the cleanup crew 
A Yeah. So they had kind of like the same type of 
work lights that you see on the side of the road with 
construction. There would be a generator at the 
bottom and I guess it was on a big boom that went up 
in the air like at a football stadium. You know. I 
mean, it was lit up like that. And then you could 
always hear the generators running in the 
of the neighborhood. 

O Is there a football stadium in Mayflower? I’m 


not — 

A The high school has one. Yes. 

Q I low far aw ay is that from your house? 

A Probably half a mile. 

Q Can you see the lights when there’s a game 
going? 

A No. I don’t. It’s kind of tucked behind the 
school and the school is on a hill. 
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Q Wouldn't hear anything? 

A No. 

Q But during this time you saw stuff and lights 
like it was a football game? 

A Yeah. 

Q Did you sec any dead animals or any dead fish or 
anything like that during this time'.’ 

A The only kind of what was on the news where they 
would do an interview with a professor from Conway - 
a biology professor, you know, and he was talking 
about it and they would show pictures and photos. 

Q When did that make you think when you saw that? 

A Well. I mean, that’s part of the reason why you 
don't or I don't fish in Lake Conway. 

Q Do you have any worries or concerns about the 
oil spill affecting your future? 

A Like I said, the main thing for me is our 
health. You know, starting a family, and. you know, 
then I guess property and stuff like that. Did it 
affect us if we decide to move to somewhere 
But right now, it’s - right now, it - it's health. 

MR. GATES: That's all I've got.
